| EXCAVATIONS 'IN GREECE: 


IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. IN 
‘ATHENS, 


— 


Probably the most paying excava- 
tion yet cartied out in Greecs waa that 
on the wall of Themistoctes, which- in| 
0 few days produced two of the »-nest 
sculptures of the Archaic poriod found 
in Attica, Thnexcavations werecom- 
pleted in ao week, for the stretch of 
wall to.be examined was scarcely fifty 
yards in Yength. Just before the 
search was ended a third marble basis 
of the same proportions as the first 
two was found. Unlike the others, 
however, it was not decorated 
with sculptured reliefs = but 
with 9 painting, From the traces that 
remained it appeared that only the 
front side had been decorated, the 
dvzoration consisting of aseated figure 
aeen in profile. To the side of the 
figure and behind it were two inscrip- 
tions, Both the figure aod the 
inscriplions bad been most carefully 
erased with o sbarp jointed instru- 
ment, with the result that the inscrip- 
tion is practically illegible ; the erasure 
of the painted figure, on the other 
hand, bas mace it possible to detect 
the outlines and shapo of the figure, 
which otherwise would have faded 
away. 

TRE STATUE AND HISTORY. 

Of the inscription enough is legible 
to show that it belongs to the second 
half of the sixth centuty nc, One 
part of the inscri, tiou seems to Le 5 
fourline verse, probably in nex- 
ameters; the other is an artist’s 
signature in which the name of the 
Jamoussculptor Endoios is read. From 
all this evidence it seems moat 
probable that the painting repressnted 


Hippias or Hipparchus. If it were 4 
seated figura of Athens it 
ig almost unbelievable that it 
would have been defaced, while 
if it were o portrait of the 
tyrant or his eon it is easily com- 
prehentible that the regime which ex- 
pelled the Prisistratidie would have 
sought to dishonour theie memory 
by defacing their monuments, as was 
done in ancient Rome after the death 
of unpopular emperors, orin modern 
Greece in the case of Venisclos, whose 
portraits and monuments havo all 
disappeared, The important fact that 
emerges {rom a study of this monu- 
ment is that it now oppears that 
Endoios may havo worked under 
Peisistratus; hitherto he was only 
known to have worked under the re- 
gime that succeedcd the tyrant. Pre- 
sumably the statue which stood upon 
the basis was the sculptor’s work. 
Beeides this small but fruitful ex- 
cavation another excavation has been 
recently carried outin Athens by the 
Italian School of  Archmology. 
Trenches were sunk at the couth-west 
corner of the Acropolis in the area 


The object was.to discover the traces 
ol the eartiest civilisation that had 
been planted in ancient Athens. Tha 
results were surprising. On the rock 
level, ina trcneh cut near the Stoa of 
Eurmenes, remains of s spare hbut- 
floor and of a hearth of the Neolithic 
age were found. Large numbers 
of fragments of Melian obsidian 
and pottery were found, The 
pottery belong: to a type not hitherto 
known in Central Greece: it showed 
decoration in polychrome, and some 
of it wos of 8 type usual in Thesealy, 
The original inhabitants of Athens 
thus appear to bave stood in some 
relation to the peoples of the Nurtb. 

The British echool at Athens bas 
now been excavating at “Mycerm for 
two months, in the ccntinuation of 
the campaigns of Iast yeor ond the 
year before. Many important smell

GRapisarda was the most popular 
persoo in Biancavilla. Twenty-oight 
years old, handsome,- with eunburnt 
face, gallant, and almost chivalrous, 
ho used to ride about on o thorengh- 
bred mare, followed by numerous 
mastifis.

protector and the custodian of their 
houses and fields. No + elinquents 
dared enter -his zone, because 
he captured them. immediately ond 
administered eovere punishment, He 
also declared that any strangers and 


Numerous anecdotes are related of his 
doings.. During the war he became 
most patriotic, avd hunted down de- 
serters in hia district, and when he 
caught ony ho gave them the choice 
of being cither shot or going back to 
tho front, andthey invariably accepted 
the latter altemnative, 

Three ruffians once kidnapped a 
girl of good family, taking her into 
the mountains, when Rapisarda came 
across them, routed them, and took 
the weeping girl home to her family, 
For his numerous services of this 
description the natives conceived o 
high esteem for him, and wanted to 
show their recognition, He wascalled 
upon frequently as peacemaker, and 
they would not permit the police to 
capturo him, Nine years agoRapisatda 
committed some offences against 
the law, not very clear, for which ho 
was sentenced by default to-twenty- 
five years’ prison, and finally the price 
of 10,000 lire was placed on his head, 
bat nobody ever dared to capture him 
as he always carried three revolvers 
and a huge supply of ‘ammunition, 
Some years ago’ a petition, alleged to 
be signed by 12,000 persons, was sent 
to the King, asking ‘for ‘the brigand’s 
pardon, and fora revision of bis trial, 
Itia believed he was betrayed three 
nights ago, when a carabinier overtook 
him in sleep, and arrested him 
at Bisncavills. .

Ata time when pnbtic atiention ja 
being directed to. the question of 
educating Chinese on British tines the 
following extract from a private letter 
from China may be of intere:t 
(observea the Ching Rxpreis):—"* You 
cannot—at least, for’ the present— 
usefully give to Chinese, stulonts o 
Western education of any kind, be it 
Britith, or American, or what you 
will. Opinious ‘may differ whether 
out education.is good for ourselves, or 
whether onr powers of thought and 
action ire not Being clogged and im. 
peded by the masa of information 
that we are called pP to 
imbibe. Bat, right or wrong/it is at 
least developed naturally from our 
early upbringing, ani ‘has a naturil 
growth from and with cor home 
institutions, -But: to..the Chineso 
atudent it ia an edifice which finds ro 
foundation ia his own: upbringing or 
his nation’s past, and, therefore, it is 
useless to: him, and- worse than 
useless, for in the process he is awept 
off his own foundations, and only 
returns to add to the confusion in his 
own country. 


“ Bofore we can teach, or criticise, 
Chincre civilisation, we-must under- 
stand what it is, what it has done-for 
its peoplé, and what it means to them, 
and, with this end in view, .I proposs 
that we shou!d satid out young,’ aym- 
pathetic scholars to atudy it on the 
spot. If fands ate to be: given, let 


thom be given for that, aud £ believe | 


that the result, if carried through, will 
-be a revelation to the West, and sveo 
to the Chinese themselves: ‘for in the 
exsitement of the new life offered by 
the Weat, they are too apt to forget 
tho value of their own, A Com- 
mission of (nay) ten’ picked 
scholars might be sent out, by ar- 
rangement with ~ the Chinese 
authorities, to make a study of Chinese 
life, and art, and thought, for a 
preliminary period of (ray) five years,

ARRESTED BRAINS. 


Dean Inge in the Fiinburgh Rev'ew 
says that from the time when man 
began to be civilized he has progressed 
nofurther. ‘' His brain is no larger 
than it was 10,000 years ago.” This 
oocurs in an article on ‘* Hugenica ”, 
and sugests to us that since the time 
when Dr. Inge began ta dabble in 
science, say forty years ago, his 
‘brain has growa no larger.
